Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  he  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  bo  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

Rule  59. 

A LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
1\  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  tbe 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

LODGING  HOUSE  REGULATION  BY-LAW,  1900. 

A Jly- La  w to  Jleyutate ThveUi ny  Houses  and '.Lodging 
Houses  iii  tin;  City  of  New  fCestin instvr. 
rnHE  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
1^  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows:  — 

1.  Every  building  used  as  a dwelling  house  or  a 
lodging  house  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  New  Westminster  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to 
contain  in  each  and  every  room  of  such  dwelling  house 
or  lodging  house  a cubic  area  of  not  less  than  384 
cubic  feet  for  each  and  every  person  occupying  each 
such  room,  and  each  such  room  shall  have  a window 
made  to  open  at  least  two  feet  square. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  owner  or 
owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  tenant  or  tenants,  occupier 
or  occupiers  of  each  such  dwelling  house  or  lodging 
house,  to  have  or  cause  to  have  the  conditions  con- 
tained in  the  preceding  paragraph  hereof  complied 
with. 

3.  No  house  shall  be  let  or  occupied  as  a dwelling 
house  or  lodging  house  unless  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1 of  this  By-law  have  been  complied  with. 

4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  B3'-law  shall  be  liable  to  punishment  in 
a summary  way  by  fine  not  exceeding  $100.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  (with  or  without  hard  labour  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  convicting  Magistrate)  not  exceeding 
six  months. 

5.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Lodging  House

GREENWOOD  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  46. 


A Jly- La  w to  raise  by  way  of  debentures  the  sum  of 
$t!0,000  for  street  improvements . 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  to  improve,  grade, 
open  and  repair  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Greenwood,  and  for  that  purpose  to  raise  by  way  of 
debentures  a loan  of  the  sum  of  $20,000,  together 
with  interest  thereon  at  the-  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum  for  twenty  years : and 

Whereas  for  the  payment  of  said  debentures,  sink- 
ing fund,  and  interest,  it  will  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $1,920  by  special  rate  in  each  and  every  year  : 
and 

Whereas  the  whole  ratable  land  and  improvements 
or  real  property  of  the  said  Municipality,  according  to 
the  last  revised  assessment  roll,  is,  $1,076,569.60: 

YV  hereas  the  existing  debenture  debt  of  the  Muni- 
cipality amounts  to  $70,000,  and  no  . principal  or  inter- 
est is  in  arrears : 
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Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of 
Greenwood  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 

of  Greenwood  to  raise  by  way  of  loan,  from  any  per- 
son or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  he 
willing  to  advance  the  same  on  the  credit  of  the 
debentures  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  sum  of  $20,000, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
City  Treasurer  of  the  said  City  of  Greenwood  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  with  the  object  hereinbefore 
recited.  . , 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  sum  of  $20,000,  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
$100  each,  as  may  he  required,  and  all  such  debentures 
shall  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Greenwood,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  City. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  he  payable  in  twenty 
years  from  the  day  herein  mentioned  for  this  by-law 
to  take  effect,  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  Greenwood 
as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  have  coupons  attached 

for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  said  debentures, 
and  shall  be  made  payable  yearly  on  the  day  of 

in  each  and  every  year. 

5.  A special  rate  on  the  dollar  shall  be  levied  and 
raised  in  each  and  every  year,  in  addition  to  all  other 
rates,  on  all  ratable  property  of  the  City  sufficient  to 
pay  interest  and  create  a sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  hereby  created  at  and  when  the 
same  shall  become  due. 

6.  The  sum  of  $720  shall  be  raised  annually  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt  hereby  incurred. 

7.  The  sum  of  $1,200  shall  be  raised  annually  for 
the  payment  of  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  debt 
incurred  during  the  currency  of  the  debentures  hereby 
authorised  to  be  issued. 


8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  from  time 
to  time  to  purchase  any  of  the  said  debentures  at 
such  prices  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  and  all 
debentures  so  purchased  shall  he  cancelled,  and  no 
re-issue  of  any  debenture  or  debentures  shall  be  made 
in  consequence  of  any  such  purchase.
